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Does new mayor 'know more than God?' 


SHOCKED councillors and clergy are dismayed the new 
mayor has scrapped prayers at the beginning of full coun¬ 
cil meetings for the first time in the town’s history. 

The new Mayor, Councillor Dave Rickard, has decided 
to replace formal prayers with a short time of quiet private 
contemplation; he has also invited the Reverend Canon 
Andrew Evans to represent the council for religious ele¬ 
ments of the civic year. 

In his speech at the mayor making ceremony last week 
Mayor Councillor Rickard said: “I will be asking Canon 
Evans for an ecumenical approach to civic occasions to 
include those of all faiths and none.” 

Christian councillor Karl Wallace has questioned 
whether the councillor should have even become mayor 
if he is not willing to embrace the town’s religious tradi¬ 
tion, and stated the decision was like suggesting “he 
knows more than God”. 

Canon Andrew Evans, Team Rector for the Bridport 
Team Ministry, said he respected the new mayor’s deci¬ 
sion but was “saddened” by the decision. 

“I believe the office of Mayor to be above personal and 
political conviction and affiliation,” he said. “The eccle¬ 
siastical and civil authorities in the United Kingdom are 
united in the Crown with Her Majesty as Head of State 
and Head of the Church and prayers before the work of 
the council begins still seems somehow very appropriate. 

“We shall certainly be continuing to pray for the coun¬ 
cil and its councillors in all the churches of our Team on 
a regular basis.” 

Outgoing Mayor, Councillor Geoffrey Ackerman, was 
also against the decision. He said: “I didn’t go with that 
idea at all, I like tradition. This is the first time this has 
happened, and the next mayor may bring it all back, but 
I don’t like to see these traditions die out.” 

Councillor Karl Wallace said the decision was a big 
mistake and questioned whether it was right for the new 
mayor to make the judgment. 
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“I have strong Christian beliefs and he may have strong 
non-Christian beliefs but is it really up to him? Is he say¬ 
ing he knows more than God?” he said. 

“Going into that role you have to respect other peoples 
beliefs. Should he actually become mayor if he can’t do 
that? Such a large part of the role is to do with ceremony, 
and religion is often tied up with that. Some may argue 
that they do this in other councils but do two wrongs 
make a right? We are not other towns and this is a mis¬ 
take.” 


Another former Mayor, Councillor Sandra Brown, said 
that many of the council were against the decision. 

She said: “I feel very strongly about it and there are sev¬ 
eral of us on the council who are quite dismayed by it. 
Sadly though I don’t think there are enough of us to make 
him change his mind. 

“It is one of our traditions and I think it’s an awful de¬ 
cision to stop it. I’m biased I suppose because I am a great 
believer in the power of prayer and I have seen it in ac¬ 
tion, but I think for the sake of five minutes at the begin¬ 
ning of a meeting, it should stay.” 

Despite objections from many councillors, Deputy 
Mayor Maggie Ray has supported the decision.

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“Personally I like the tradition but I can very well un¬ 
derstand it is out of kilter with modem day life, where not 
many people are regular church goers,” she said. 

“I’m happy with the decision. It’s his decision and if the 
next mayor has a more traditional outlook then he can re¬ 
instate the prayers.” 

In a statement issued this week Canon Andrew Evans 
concluded: “I am sure that I speak for all the members of 
the town’s Christian community when I say we wish 
Councillor Rickard a very successful and happy year as 
Mayor and are very supportive of his wish to see the 
Rights Respecting Community flourish.”

■ WHY did you choose to come to a newspaper for 
your work experience? 

I enjoy writing for a purpose and I am in top set for Eng¬ 
lish therefore I thought journalism would be a good thing 
to look into. I do have an inertest in media, however, I 
wasn’t really sure of the different specific roles it consists 
of. Seeing as this was the career I new the least about I 



thought it would be a good idea to try and go to some¬ 
where I could get an insight into a media environment. 

■ IS this the only work experience you 7 ve com¬ 
pleted so far? 

It is with the school but last year I also took part in a 
photo shoot for Shout magazine. This was partly because 
we had been informed about our work experience for the 
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next year and initially I was very interested in going to 
work for a magazine. I have a relation who is the editor 
for Take a Break magazine therefore I contacted her and 
it went from there. Although I wasn’t actually old 
enough to participate in work experience with a maga¬ 
zine it still gave me an idea of what it’s like. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

In five years time I would like to think I would be at Uni¬ 
versity because whatever I do decide to do I would like 
to stay in education as long as possible. I do enjoy learn¬ 
ing new things and I’m quite a hard worker therefore I 
think University would be a great opportunity for me. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

I’m not sure but I think that I would need to be a bit ac¬ 
tive or creative in my job. I don’t think I will be certain 
of a dream job until I’ve worked out what it is I enjoy 
most. I definitely want to enjoy what I do and work hard 
to get what I want.

No I wouldn’t want to waste it on clothes, 
I think it might be to buy a bigger house or a new car for 
my family. I know that if my mum won the lottery she 
would give a lot to charity.

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Mayor's vision for town: 'Fair, free, open and green' 


THE new mayor of Bridport announced his aim to 
promote Bridport as a "fair, free, open and green so¬ 
ciety" at the official Mayor Making ceremony last 
week. 

New Mayor, Councillor Dave Rickard, was officially 
elected to replace former Mayor Geoffrey Ackerman 
who has just completed a sixth term in office. 

Another former Mayor, Councillor Martin Ray was 
officially elected as Leader of Bridport Town Council 
and Councillor Maggie Ray was elected as Deputy 
Mayor for the second consecutive year. 

The Mayor Making ceremony this year was held in 
council offices at Mountfield due to ongoing build¬ 
ing work at Bridport Town Hall. 

Outgoing mayor, Councillor Ackerman, led the 
nomination for Councillor David Rickard to replace 
him. 

He said:"l was very happy to formally propose that 
Councillor Dave Rickard be town mayor for the new 
municipal year 2011/12. 

"Councillor Rickard has been a very successful and 
hard working leader of the council for the past two 
years and I know that he will be an excellent town 
mayor." 

The new mayor praised his predecessor and ad¬ 
mitted he would be a hard act to follow. 

"In many ways I will not even try," he said."As all the 
advice I have been given is that it is my year and I 
should put my own personal stamp on it. I intend to 
do just that. 

"The honour of being Mayor was not one that I 
ever really contemplated and for it to be bestowed 
after such a relatively short time as councillor is as 
much of a surprise to me and my family as it will 
probably be to many people in the town." 

He later added that despite being a relative new¬ 
comer to the town, he and his family will have no 
problem "representing all that is good about Brid¬ 
port" 

Mayor Dave Rickard said he intended to support 
several related projects during his time in office, 
namely the newly established Community Justice 
Panels, the Spirit of Bridport and the continuing 
UNICEF Rights Respecting programme in the town. 

He added that he would also continue to press for 
Bridport Town Council to be a key player in reducing 
our "planetary footprint". 

"These projects have a common underlying ethos 
- that of a fair, free, open and green society," he said. 
"This is why I am so interested in the Rights Re¬ 
specting agenda, because we have a collective re¬ 
sponsibility not only now but for the future. 

"As mayor I should be and will strive to be repre¬ 
senting the whole town, with all its variety. I believe 
that nobody should be held back by poverty, igno¬ 
rance or conformity. I believe Bridport is an inde¬ 
pendent state of mind and I am immensely proud to 
be its envoy." 

The new mayor also announced controversial 
plans to dispense of formal prayers at the start of 
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council meetings and replace them with a private 
contemplation, with Rev Canon Andrew Evans and 
his team representing the mayor and the town coun¬ 
cil for the religious elements of the civic year. 

The mayor also nominated his charity for the year, 
the Bridport Young Person's Action Trust (BYPAT). 

In his farewell speech outgoing Mayor Councillor 
Geoffrey Ackerman spoke of the Remembrance Pa¬ 
rade and Service, the food festival, the charter fair, 
the Melplash Show, the Christmas festival, the carni¬ 
val, and the Blessing of the Boats ceremony in Brid- 
port's twin town of St Vaast La Hougue as some of 
his highlights. 

He also spoke of his honour to present the freedom 
of the town to the Rifles Regiment in March. 

He thanked everyone who had helped him during 
his time in office, in particular his Parade Com¬ 
mander Captain R. Vivian-May (Fido), who unfortu¬ 
nately is unable to continue in his role due to illness. 

Mayor Councillor Dave Rickard praised "hard-work¬ 
ing" Councillor Maggie Ray as she was elected as 
Deputy Mayor for the second consecutive year. 

She said:"Thankyou all for electing me to help me 
fly the flag for Bridport. It will bring me great pleas¬ 
ure to sing the praises of Bridport's food and drink, 
its arts and its music scene, and also to bring back 
good ideas from the other towns in our county and 
region, to bring back best practice to make Bridport 
an even better place." 

Mayor David Rickard then said that Councillor Mar¬ 
tin Ray had been "an inspiration" to him as he an¬ 
nounced him as his replacement as leader of the 
town council. 

Councillor Martin Ray said:"My first job as Leader is 
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to launch a new Town Plan and to give everybody in 
Bridport and West Bay a say in their vision for the 
town. 

"Looking back at the first plan, we have completed 
virtually all the projects." 

He continued: "We have done all these things 
working together with local groups, agencies and 
authorities, including West Dorset District Council 


and Dorset County Council, so thank you to every¬ 
one. 

"For the future, my first job as leader is to consult 
everyone on the new town plan. Please put your 
ideas in the mix - all your suggestions will be con¬ 
sidered. We face many challenges in the present eco¬ 
nomic climate, but I'm confident that Bridport will 
find its own unique way of dealing with them."

FROM THE QUEEN TO THE PRESIDENT 


T HIS last month has been - among other things - 
a month for visits. First, there was that remark¬ 
able visit by the Queen to Ireland. 

Relations between the UK and Ireland have had a 
chequered history through the centuries. The contri¬ 
bution of each to the history and culture of the other 
is of course immense - but so, too, have been the 
tensions and, at times, the outright hostilities. 

Of course, over recent years, there has been a vast 
improvement in what was already a closer and more 
harmonious relationship. And, today, this is very 
much an alliance, and a close one at that, rather than 
a hostile encounter. Nevertheless, the fact that this 
was the first visit by a British monarch to Ireland 
since 1911 made this a special event. 

As things turned out - partly because of the ex¬ 
traordinary dignity and grace with which the Queen 
carried the whole thing off - everyone seemed to be 
delighted. 

Much the same sort of dignity and grace was evi¬ 
dent when President Obama visited Westminster to 
speak to both Houses of Parliament. 

A gathering of this sort in Westminster Hall is in¬ 
evitably laced with strong mixtures of past and pres¬ 
ent. 

This hall, with its magnificent hammerbeam roof 


and its thousand years of history, has been the set¬ 
ting for the trials of kings and the conduct of ex¬ 
chequers; it has witnessed gunpowder plotters 
beneath it and queens lying in state. 

Decked out for the occasion with a splendid mili¬ 
tary band and the State trumpeters somewhat dizzy- 
ingly poised on the ledge under the great window, it 
lived up to its past in a spectacular fashion. 

These occasions are always a relief from the nor¬ 
mal, tribal political engagements at Westminster. 
Cabinet and Shadow Cabinet sat together - and, as 
so frequently happens when we are taken out of the 
stylised debating chambers and TV studios, we 
found that we had a lot to talk about in the hour that 
we waited for the President to arrive. 

When he did arrive, he said all the right things 
about a relationship that is in fact still very special - 
based on a degree of mutual trust in areas of defence 
and security to a degree that is often understated. 

But the overwhelming impression was not con¬ 
veyed by the propositions of the speech nearly so 
much as by the manner of the man. 

His life-story, his simplicity, his evident charm all 
set off the immense grandeur of his position - and 
somehow enabled one to see the human spirit that 
triumphs over the apparatus of power.

A NATIONAL award for building site 
manager Nathan Pyett shows he is just 
the kind of operator you'd like to have 
working next door.

"It means things like keeping the site 
tidy and the road clean, making sure 
there is no loud noise from radios and 
so on, keeping the neighbours in 
touch with what's going on and mak¬ 
ing sure they have no concerns."

A "LEGENDARY" delivery driver, who has covered 
more than 1.5million miles in the same lorry, has 
been made the feature of a short film by Bridport's 
Palmers Brewery. 

Palmers have clubbed malt deliverer Brian Wood 
as an "unsung hero of British brewing" having been 
delivering sacks of malted barley to Palmers for 
nearly 30 years. 

By hand, he's loaded and unloaded approxi¬ 
mately 73,000 sacks weighing in the region of 3,650 
tonnes. 

"Brian Wood is a legend in his own lifetime," said 
Palmers'Head Brewer Darren Batten. 

Over the last three decades Brian has worked for 
breweries nationwide but nowadays, from his 
home in Essex, he delivers mostly to Palmers in 
Dorset, Arkell's in Swindon, Felinfoel near Llanelli, 
Harveys in Lewes, Elgood's in Wisbech, Wadworth 
in Devizes and Fuller's in Chiswick. 


"I absolutely love them," said Brian. "I'm a bit of an 
old-fashioned chap and all the breweries I deliver 
to mostly put the malt up through the loft. It's a 
beautiful routine and we all seem to be tuned into 
the same frequency. 

"I've always been proud to be involved with the 
malt; I just enjoy my work." 

Brian is known for taking exceptional care of 
things. His lorry, a DAF 1900, has done more than 
1.5 million miles since he bought it new in 1988. 

Brian, his lorry and the whole process of malt de¬ 
livery can be seen in a new video on the Palmers 
Brewery YouTube channel. 

"I don't ever see myself retiring," said Brian. "I feel 
good, I look after myself, I just want to keep on 
working."

Dorset mum, Clare 
Angus, has been using 
real nappies with her 
four-month-old daughter, 
Isabella, since she was a 
few days old. 

Clare said: “I’ve been 
really pleased with the 
washable nappies, and 
would definitely use 
them if I have another 
child. I’d also recom¬ 
mend other mums and 
dads give them a try. 

“I started using wash¬ 
able nappies to save 
money as they work out 
cheaper than disposable 
ones in the long run. 

“I was also keen to 
minimise our impact on 
the environment and 
reusable nappies mean 
throwing less rubbish 
away, so we are helping 
to prevent waste ending 
up in landfill sites. 

“Isabella is very happy 


and comfortable wearing 
real nappies. 

“Plus we always have 
the option of switching to 
using a combination of 
washable and disposable 
nappies when needed - 
for example when away 
on holiday.” 

It is estimated that dis¬ 
posable nappies cost 
around £1,000 per child 
from baby to toddler, 
using real nappies in¬ 
stead can help parents cut 
this cost by over half - 
making them an attrac¬ 


tive, environmentally- 
friendly and a practical 
alternative. 

Parents living in the 
Dorset County Council 
area can apply for a £30 
voucher to spend with a 
listed retailer, or apply 
for a £30 refund for a 
purchase of real nappies 
already bought. 

“If preferred, they can 
also use this voucher to¬ 
wards the cost of using a 
local nappy laundry serv¬ 
ice. 

Dorset Waste Partner¬ 


ship director Steve Bur- 
dis said: “The real nappy 
incentive scheme has 
been successfully run¬ 
ning for the last three 
years and has helped 
more than 564 parents try 
washable nappies. 

“We hope more par¬ 
ents-to-be and new 
mums and dads will visit 
our information road¬ 
shows for a friendly, in¬ 
formal chat about the 
daily realities and practi¬ 
cal advantages of 
reusable nappies.”

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School bus fares to rise by £150 a year 


SCHOOL pupils who rely on con¬ 
cessionary bus travel will have to 
pay an extra £150 a year starting 
this September. 

The cost of a concessionary seat 
will rise from £250 to £400 a year 
and some pupils may miss out 
with the number of available con¬ 
cessionary seats being reduced. 
The cost of replacing a lost bus 
pass will also double. 

Applications for seats will be pri¬ 
oritised against strict criteria, tak¬ 
ing into account factors such as 
disability, special educational 
needs and medical conditions 
and could leave some pupils 
without a space. 

The changes to rules on home- 
to-school transport have been 
agreed by Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil's Cabinet, who decided the 
proposal was necessary due to 
soaring transport costs and the 
need to make savings following 
government cuts. 

The new policy comes into 
place in September 2011 .The key 
changes include: 

• The cost of a concessionary 
seat will increase from £250 to 
£400 a year; 

• The number of concessionary 
seats available will reduce, which 
means there will be fewer seats to 
apply for; 

• The cost of a replacement bus 
pass will increase from £10 to £20 
for second and subsequent re¬ 


placements; 

• Charges will be reviewed annu¬ 
ally to avoid substantial increases 
in the future. 

The council currently runs con¬ 
cessionary schemes to help those 
pupils not entitled to free school 
transport, this includes 16-18- 
year-olds and those traveling to 
faith schools. 

The home-to-school transport 
policy has been revised as part of 
a whole authority passenger 
transport project to create 
longer-term partnerships and de¬ 
liver better value for money. 

The proposals were developed 
by a school transport policy de¬ 
velopment panel and discussed 
by the Community Overview 
Committee in April before being 
approved by Cabinet last 
week. 

Dorset County Council's Cabinet 
member for children's services 
Toni Coombs said: "We have to 
make substantial savings over the 
coming years across the council 
and are working hard to protect 
frontline services. 

"However, we can no longer af¬ 
ford to subsidise concessionary 
home-to-school transport to the 
extent we have done in the past. 

"Increasing the charges brings 
Dorset in line with other local au¬ 
thorities and reflects the true cost 
of providing school transport. 

"We appreciate that these 


changes will be challenging for 
families and are looking at intro¬ 
ducing alternative options for 
payment, such as increasing the 


number of instalments, to help 
ease the burden." 

The changes to the policy do 
not affect pupils who qualify for 


free school transport. 

Information will be sent to par¬ 
ents, along with details on how to 
apply for a seat, on June 16th.

N OW for some men 
the idea of being 
the only man at a 
pole dancing club would 
be a dream come true - 
but a pole fitness class is 
something entirely differ¬ 
ent. 

Ally, my instructor for 
the evening, invited me 
along to the session to 
help dispel a bit of the 
stigma attached to her 
classes. 

For those who haven’t 
been along, they are often 
put off by the idea that 
pole dancing is just for 
women in bikinis and 
stilettos being forced to 
work in seedy clubs to 
make a little extra money. 

Perhaps that was the 
case 30 years ago but 
nowadays it is very much 
a legitimate exercise class. 
As I write this, nearly a 
week later, my arms and 
stomach are still aching. 


Those who have experi¬ 
enced a pole fitness class 
will tell you they are not 
only great for boosting 
confidence but unrivalled 
for developing flexibility, 
core strength and upper 
body strength, 

Joining me on the night 
are ladies from as far as 
Honiton and Weymouth 
who have fallen in love 
with the art form since 
taking it up, and are more 
than happy to make the 
long journey for a weekly 
session. 

They all seem to be 
looking forward to seeing 
my efforts, as do the 
leisure centre staff who 
are making sure the poles 
are fitted extra securely 
for the night. 

As much as the girls in 
my class enjoyed laughing 
at my efforts on the pole 
though, they all take it se¬ 
riously and are working 


towards their grading 
exams. 

The session starts with a 
brief dance based warm 
up, just enough for my 
two left feet to cope with. 

Those who have ever 
seen me perform musical 
theatre will tell you that 
dance isn’t my strong 
point. I start to struggle 
when I’m expected to 
combine both arms and 
legs, you can have one or 
the other, not both. 

After a warm up we pair 
up and run through a few 
stretching exercises, my 
unlucky partner is Lind¬ 
sey Cumpstone who has 
been attending classes for 
a year. 

Lindsay helped guide 
me through the evening as 
I tried to remember which 
arm went where and 
whereabouts my legs were 
meant to be in relation to 
my head. 

Flexibility is a key ele¬ 


ment of pole dancing and 
most of the class can ei¬ 
ther do the splits or at least 
get eye wateringly close, I 
soon realise why when 
Ally tests me with a split 
stretch. 

She then demonstrated a 
more advanced stretch 
where, whilst gripping the 
pole, you lower your 
weight onto your partner’s 
legs to help them stretch 
into a splits position. 

We thought it best I did¬ 
n’t do this to Lindsay as 
the only possible good 
outcome would be £250 
from You’ve Been 
Framed. And that wasn’t 
going to happen, as de¬ 
spite many willing volun¬ 
teers, I had insisted 
no-one filmed my efforts 
on the night. 

Having fully stretched 
and warmed up we went 
into some strength exer¬ 
cises. The discipline re¬ 
quires not only immense 


strength but also great 
control over your body to 
be able to manipulate it in 
ways you probably didn’t 
think possible. 

Now by some stroke of 
luck I then find out that I 
have inadvertently joined 
the “Advanced” Thursday 
night session rather than 
the “Beginners” class. 

So instead of getting a 
run-through of the basics I 
soon find myself trying 
back and forward hooks, 
the pole climb and the 
level three inverted V. 

My particular favourite 
was the “Princess” with 
no hands, although I fear I 
didn’t make it look as ele¬ 
gant as it sounds. 

The session finishes 
with the girls running 
through their grading rou¬ 
tines to “Hollaback Girl” 
by Gwen Stefani. 

This combines most of 
what we have learnt, plus 
a bit extra all put together 
into a slick dance routine. 

I hope that this week I 
have convinced a few peo¬ 
ple, male or female, to go 
give the Pole Perfect 
classes a go. 

You can still find seedy 
pole dancing clubs in back 
streets, my dad can vouch 


for that, but pole fitness 
classes are a world apart 
from those venues. Pole 
fitness classes are more 
about empowering 

women not exploiting 
them. 

If you want to tone up, 


lose weight, gain confi¬ 
dence or simply have fun 
with your mates then there 
are definitely worse ways 
of doing it. And if a 16 
stone man with the ele¬ 
gance and grace of a par¬ 
ticularly clumsy elephant 


can do it, then you can 
too!

Ickx, and of course 
Steve McQueen to 
name a few. The 
watches were even 
named after races: 
Silverstone, Mon¬ 
treal, Monaco, and 
Monza. With the cur¬ 


rent interest in his¬ 
toric racing and 
events like Good- 
wood Revival, the de¬ 
mand for a vintage 
watch to go with the 
outfit and the car has 
pushed the prices of 


these watches up. At 
a recent Bonhams 
auction of over 260 
Heuer watches a 
1972 Carrera similar 
to the above exam¬ 
ple made over 
£2,600.

YOUNG AMERICAN ORGANIST 


WOWS CHURCH AUDIENCE 


ST MICHAEL'S Church, Lyme Regis was recently the venue for a outstand¬ 
ing musical event when a 22 year old American organist amazed the audi¬ 
ence with a dazzling display of technical virtuosity and musicianship. 
Nathan Laube hails from Chicago and began music study at the age of five. 
He is a graduate of the Curtis Institute in Philadelphia where he received 
the two highest prizes. The recipient of many other awards he is justly con¬ 
sidered one of the stars of the organ world's young elite performers. 

The programme opened with a rarely heard Toccata by Bach which 
showed the clear and nimble finger dexterity that is a feature of Nathan's 
playing. Mozart, Mendelssohn and the juxtoposition of mid 17th century 
Weckmann and 20th century Alain allowed the tonal colours of the organ 
to be fully explored to ravishing effect. Perhaps the most surprising item 
was Nathan's own arrangement of the Overture to 'The Pirates of Pen¬ 
zance'. It proved to be a barn-storming finale and the applause was de¬ 
servedly loud and long. 

Organists are often hidden away from the public gaze, especially when 
the instrument is on a gallery at the back of the church. Therefore the use 
of a video camera, projector and large screen at the front brought all the 
panache and brilliance into sight adding greatly to the overall enjoyment. 

Since the organ was installed in St. Michael's last year there have been 
many distinguished recitals, few could possibly have matched Nathan 
Laube's remarkable performance. By John Patrick Mingay

SINISTRE Theatre Company 
search out plays for their all 
woman company and this play 
about the first women to take to 
the stage under the reign of 
Charles II is an exciting challenge 
that the director, Lindsay Ingram 
has met with characteristic 
aplomb. 

The play opens as Doll Com¬ 
mon, excellent Stevie Rogers, ex¬ 
plains how this theatre had been 
a bear pit and by the final curtain 
we see how these women are 
equally mistreated as they lose 
their looks and position as mis¬ 
tress of a noble.

IT took a captain's innings for Dorchester to pull off the vic¬ 
tory to keep the Premier League hopes alive.

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BOB BUCKLER HORSE RACING 


Exciting additions and syndication 



FOLLOWING on from last week's article where Bob 
Buckler gave his assessment of the season which 
ended in late April, the Henley trainer discussed the 
situation at the yard during the summer writes Stuart 
Broom.. 

Buckler had described how the past campaign had 
seen a change of mix of horses in the yard with some 
of the more seasoned, experienced horses quite nat¬ 
urally beginning to drop down in handicap as age 
started to slow them, whilst some of the expected 
replacements had not quite made their mark yet. 

He agreed that Ethiopia who had failed by a short 
head to make it four victories in a row atTowcester 
recently was one of the up and coming horses that 
would probably step up to the plate this season. 

Buckler is well recognised in the industry for train¬ 
ing chasers and slightly older horses; a skill that 
needs time and patience, and indeed has been well 
rewarded with the success of a number of good 
chasers. However this takes time and therefore his 
returns in prize money is perhaps not as quick as an¬ 
other trainer that concentrates on younger horses. 

"Yes that's true, there are trainers that run horses at 
a younger age and them move them on to other sta¬ 
bles, but you still need continuity, a kind of produc¬ 
tion line, and I had a bit of a lull this year. However I 
am hopeful that some that didn't quite reach expec¬ 
tation, with another summer to mature, will come 
through next season" 

Referring to the horses that like the firmer summer 
ground, Buckler said: "I had nine that were being rid¬ 
den until quite recently in the hope that I might get 
a run from them, but some of them have now been 
turned out because of the lack of rain." 

For those left in training it is Buckler's job to keep 
them interested and fit, and there are a variety of 
things that the yard do to keep them sharp. 

For instance Ethiopia

might continue in train¬ 
ing. "As long as he is 
running well we will 
probably keep him in 
training but do differ¬ 
ent things with him. For 
example we might give him a complete week's break 
on the hill to keep him fresh and happy and turn him 
out a lot more and train him slightly differently." 

The summer is a time for everyone to take stock 
but also to tidy up the 
yard. Boxes are painted 
and the training fences re¬ 
moved and the ground 
around it harrowed and 
rolled, and reseeded with 
grass. With the ground 
now too hard to work on, 

Richard Barber's all 
weather track is used con¬ 
stantly in the summer. 

Meanwhile it is impera¬ 
tive that those horses 
turned out have been 
checked beforehand. 

"You make sure the 
horses are all right before 
you turn them out, be¬ 
cause if you turn them out 
wrong, they will come 
back wrong, so you treat 
them and make sure they 
are fine." 

The summer is often a 
good time to buy new 
horses, and Buckler has 
been active on this front, 
purchasing four new 
horses, three of which are 
for sale. 

Syndication of horses is a 
relatively new way of be¬ 
coming involved in horse 
racing without having to 
get too involved in the 
day-to-day work of own- 


place and is setting up another called 
the Robert Buckler Racing Club. 

Buckler explained:"lt is a really excit¬ 
ing way of being involved without any 


of the fuss required as all the adminis¬ 
tration is done for you. 

"It will allow affordable shared own¬ 
ership of a racehorse, and gives you 
not only the chance to be an owner 
but allow you stable visits, gallops 
viewing, complimentary entry to the 
races when your horse is running and 
weekly updates."
